Washington, Sept. 30.— There was 


unusual interest in the proceedings 
of the Schley court of inquiry this 
afternoon from the fact that Bear 
Admiral Bobley D. Evans, who com- 
manded the battleship Iowa in the 
Santiago campaign, was a witness. 


During the examination of Admiral 


Evans the judge advocate asked the 
witness concerning a statement by a 
lieutenant of the Spanish navy, 
printed by the navy department, to 
the effect that at dark the American 
ships withdrew to the southwest, dis- 
appearing* The introduction of this 
book was objected to and Admiral 
Dewey said: 


"Witness has already told what 


distance was maintained by the fleet* 
We do not care for that kind of in- 
formation. Admiral Evans was there 
and can answer for 'himself. 
We 


want facts, not newspaper articles." 


Admiral Evans saiol that before 


leaving Key West on May 20 to join 
•the fiying squadron at Cienfuegos, 
Captain Chadwick had communicated 
to him the secret code arranged by 
Captain HcCalla.

SEVERAL STORIES AFLOAT 


FRIENDS OF M'XINLEYS DO NOT 


BELIEVE IN 


THEORY OF DYNAMITE PLOT 


STORY THAT GUARD HAD BEEN 


ATTACKED. 


Canton, Ohio, Sept. 30.—Friends of 


the family of the late President Mc- 
Kinley emphatically discredit belief 
in the idea that the shot reported 
fired by Guard Deprend at West 
Lawn cemetery last night was on ac- 
count of any attempt to desecrate the 
tomb of the late president. They do 
not attempt to explain the strange 
story of the guard's or account for 
the firing of the shot which the ceme- 
tery officials and other residents near 
by say they heard, and they do not 
believe that two men would under- 
take to make an attack on the vaalt 
with seventy soldiers on guard or 
near at 'hand* 


It is believed that the military au- 


thorities will make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the stroies told by the sol- 
diers on guard Sunday night. There 
are rumors that the shot was fired on 
account of an accidental fall and also 
that it was the result of personal dif- 
ferences. The officers in charge early 
instructed soldiers not to talk of the 
affair. 


The statements of the guard made 


Sunday night could not be obtained 
until the officers had secured their re- 
ports from them, and while the offi- 
cers declined to be quoted, they were 
made with their knowledge and ir> 
their presence. 


None of the officers would express 


an opinion as to what the object of 
the intruders may have been end 
they also instructed the men not to 
discuss the occurrence with outsiders. 


The few persons who succeeded in 


gaining admission to the cemetery 
were directed to the officers for all in- 
formation and guards were told not 
to talk of the incident among them- 
selves while outsiders were present. 
This is said to be in accordance with 
military regulations.

When day- 
light came we could find no evidence 
of a struggle."

Fort Wayne and was formerly em- 
ployed as a porter at the Home bil- 
liard &alL Recently he went to Mus- 
kegon, Mich., to work, tud it is evi- 
dent that he came from Muskegon 
Saturday, going directly to 
ETew 


Haven, as none of 'his relatives in 
this city knew of his presence. Sev- 
eral persons at Kew Haven saw him 
upon his arrival at noon, and he 
sorted in the direction of the ceme- 
tery. Later the sexton, Robert Bell, 
noticed Bayliss sitting upon tho 
ground near his mother's grave, but 
paid no further attention to him. 


LADIES FOT7NP HIM. 


Sunday afternoon as Mrs. -William 


Snyder and Mrs. T. J. Eiler, of New 
Haven, were walking In the ceme- 
tery, two little girls, Minnie and 
Grace Miller, called their attention to 
a man leaning against Mrs. Ham- 
mond's tombstone. Approaching him 
the ladies made the -horrifying dis- 
covery that the man was dead. His 
overcoat and hat were hanging upon 
the tombstone, -his under coat lying 
upon the ground near Mm. 
Beside 


the man was an empty bottle, and on 
the ground between his outstretched 
legs was a loaded revolver. 


The cemetery authorities were at 


once notified and Deputy Coroner 
Schrader was called upon the case. 
He found the body not yet cold, but 
turning blue, indicating that death 
had been due to chloral poisoning. 
The empty flask had evidently con- 
tained whisky with the drug mixed 
with it 
There was an odor of liquor 


and a white sediment in the bottom 
of the bottle, which was turned over 
to Dr. MacBeth for examination. In 
the pockets of the dead man's cloth- 
ing Dr. Schrader found some silver 
coin, a receipt for $35 for medical 
services from a Muskegon physician 
and an express money order receipt 
for $35 which had been sent to the 
dead man's sister, Mrs. Carrie Coats, 
of TTtica, Jff Y., last Thursday, 


LEFT A (MESSAGE. 


Bayliss had evidently premeditated 


his act, for in his coat pocket was an 
envelope containing the following 
letter written in ink: 


"To whom may find me: 
Please 


send word to Thomas Hammond, 299 
Hoagland avenue, or Home billiard 
hall, Fort Wayne or to J. J. Bayliss, 
care Morton hotel, Grand Rapids." 


At the top of the letter was writ- 


ten in lead pencil, "Or to Robert 
Hammond, 413 South Calhoun street, 
Port Wayne." 


On the back of the envelope was 


also penciled: 


"Bury me by the side of m£ 


mother, Mrs. Hammond." 


HALP-BROTHERS HERE.

During the perioa 
of many years he was a stree 
sprinkling contractor, and enjoyed 
the widest acquaintance and the es- 
teem of all who knew him. 


Early in April last Mr. Myers was 


stricken with Bright's disease of an 
aggravated type, and since that time 
he had been steadily failing. In Au • 
gust there was some improvement 
and the patient v?ent to Rome City to 
spend some time at the cottage of his 
daughter, Mrs. J. C. Peters, and fam- 
ily. The gain was but temporary, 
and returning he slowly declined to 
the end. 
Por a week he had been 


barely able to recognize the members 
of his family, and Saturday evening 
relapsed into the final unconscious- 
ness that preceded the peaceful end 
of his long, active and upright life. 


CAME AT EARLY DAY. 


Mr. Myers was indeed one of the 


pioneer citizens of Fort Wayne. He 
was born at Windheim, Germany. 
Many 14, 1828. and wlien 9 years of 
age emigrated -with his parents to 
America. After a stormy voyage of 
nine weeks the party landed in New 
York, spent two months there and 
then took up the toilsome journey to 
Indiana—then in a large part a 
wilderness. 


Reaching Maumee City. Ohio, they 


boarded flatboats and slowly poled 
their way up the Maumee river, land- 
ing along the way to prepare their 
meals and to sleep. The year 1838 
marked the arrival of the family in 
Fort Wayne, and their first residence 
here was a little log cabin standing 
on the banks of Spy Run, north of 
the present waterworks pumping sta- 
tion. There 'was no door upon the 
cabin and a blanket hung across the 
aperture that furnished a way of in- 
gress and egress. The glow from the 
old fireplace furnished the only arti- 
ficial illumination until by an£ by a 
flood in the creek washed down a 
large cake of beeswax, and from this 
their first supply of candles was 
made. Through the gloomy nights 
wolves, attracted by the odor of 
food, would approach the cabin, push 
aside the blanket which covered the 
door and glare hungrily in until the 
father arose to drive them away. 
Mr. Myers7 father died thirty-nine 
years ago; his mother three years 
later. 


A PIONEEP/S LIFE. 


Charles Frederick Myers grew to 


sturdy manhood among the scenes 
and in full participation in the hard- 
ships of pioneer days. He was em- 
ployed by Hon. Hugh McCulloch, aft- 
erwards secretary of the treasury, 
and later worked as a farm hand for 
Hon. F. P. Randall, afterwards mayor 
of the city for many years. 


Mr. Myers* marriage occurred in 


1851, and his bride was Miss Sophia 
Hitzman, who survives him.

NOT ENOUGH BOEKS. 


A new and interesting view of the 


South African difficulty is presented 
by the Cape Colony correspondent of 
the London Times. This illuminatoi 
of British intelligence wrote last 
month that the difficulty of "fighting 
distances*' has increased with the 
decrease of the number of the enemy 
left in the field. **For," he solemnly 
avers, **tho fewer Boers there arc 
left to continue hostilties the easier 
it becomes for them to split up into 
small parties and to take refuge in 
hiding-, the harder for us to track 
them, out and to overtake them." 


Consequently the war grows harder 


for the English as the Boers decreas*, 
or, in another way of putting it, the 
fewer the Boers the harder to con- 
quer them. But this is a hard out- 
look for the British, since the more 
successful they are in killing or cap- 
turing the Boers the greater will be 
the dilficulties. If only a few hun- 
dred BOOT'S should be left the war 
will become almost "hopeless," as 
Mr. Kruger says; and the logical 
conclusion would seem to be that il 
the Boers were entirely wiped oul 
the war would then become abso- 
utely impossible. 
What escape there can be from 


this dilemma is hard to see unlcs^ 
he British government should as- 
semble its captives from St. Helena. 
Bermuda and Ceylon and turn then: 
cose again in order to have enough 
Boers in the field to conquer.

•'God's Warning to a Nation" Found 


in Recent Eveuts—Freedom 


of Speech. 


"God's Warning to a Nation" was 


the subject of a vigorous sermoa by 
Rev. J. Webster Bailey at Plymoutl 
Congregational church last evening 
The preacher saw in the recent 'tragic 
events that have appalled the country 
;ho warning of lurking dangers. In 
part he said:

Will he heed God's latest warning? 


"How like a dream—a nightmare— 


seem these late dreadful events! Are 
we awake? 
Have we roused our-

sensible stages, into national indif- 
ference, because, as a people, we -will 
not be warned of God? 'shall Amer- 
ican laws continue to protect the lives 
ind property of those who have ded- 
icated themselves to the most pesti 
lential doctrines that men ever dis- 
seminated among their fellows? Let 
as cease crying, *How long, 0 3x>rd!' 
.and sAy to the best manhood of this 
wintry, 'How long, 0 men!* 


"What further warning does this 


nation need to open wide its eyes,

'iterature, before its poison courses in 
:ho veins of malcontents and spurs 
them on to commit murder? 


"I am no pessimist, as you know. 
look for the daybreak after every 


.light, ns matter how black it has 
been, nor how hard the storm has 
oeaten.

spread awakening to the necessity of 
such legislation as shall make it 
fatal to the comfort of any so-called 
•nan or woman whose words, verbal 


printed, incite others to deeds of 


/iolence.

Interurbau roads for Fort "Wayne 


are no longer r. dim possibility of the 
future and me no longer a prospect 
surrounded with doubt and having 
an actual existence only on paper 
and the maps of the festive promoter. 


The first train has come and gone, 


the chimera has been dissolved and 
the interurban road his a real, live 
existence that moves and has a being 
and can be seen with the nked eye. 
It is true that, owing- to conditions 
which should not exist, the road has 
not yet been constructed through the 
streets of the city, yet it has extend- 
ed itself inside the'limits and it is 
"hoped will soon stretch its sinuous 
length to the very 
heart of 
Fort 


Wayne. 


AN INSPECTION PARTY. 


On invitation of -Manager Nelson 


and his associates in the Southwest- 
ern Traction company about one hun- 
dred and twenty Fort Wayne gentle- 
men took a -trip from 
this city to 


Huntingtou over the company's lines 
last Saturday. 
The visiting party 


was heterogeneous in composition, 
hut very homogeneous in sentiment. 
There were lawyers and doctors, cap- 
italists and bankers, city and county 
officials, 
merchants and mechanics, 


newspaper men and politicians. The 
start was made from the company's 
bridge at Taylor street, which was as 
far down town as the track has been 
sufficiently lined up to carry cars, 
and it was a good spot to start front, 
anyway. 
At this point two of the 


handsome new cars of the company 
were found waiting, and as it was 
soon seen that two cars would not 
accommodate the partyT an ordinary 
flat car, used for construction pur- 
poses, was pressed into service, and 
it was the best one in the bunch for 
observation purposes. Chairs were 
scattered about in regular boudoir 
style and the car was voted a pro* 
nounced success. The seat of honor 
in the middle was occupied by Hayor 
Berghoff, who had earlier declared 
his intention of remaining at home. 
He could* not stand 
the pressure, 


however, and was finally induced to 
become one of the party. 
Before the 


;rain started there 
was the usual 


succession 
of camera shots, and 


photographs of the first interurban 
train were taken by 
Artist Miner 


from every available point of view. 


FIBST TRAIN STARTS. 


Finally the- shrill -toot of the steam 


whistle announced that the minute of 
departure was at hand 
and in 
a 


moment the chug of the locomotive 
resounded, the wheels began to turn 
and the first passenger train was un- 
der way. For it must be remembered 
that in this trip a locomotive was 
necessary. 
The 
c6mpany's 
power 


liousc at Huntington is not yet com- 
pleted, although the massive Corliss 
engines have been set up for a month 
or more and work is progressing rap* 
idly. The great steel strike prevent 
ed the contractors from getting steel 
for the structural work of the build- 
ing. 
So, in order to get the neces- 


sary transportation power, the com- 
pany construction engine *was hitched 
on to the cars and the trip was regu- 
larly made, only that it was an elec- 
tric car trip by steam power, but that 
did not detract from 
the interest. 


After the train started and the cigars 
had been duly distributed by uni- 
formed waiters, 
the guests of the 


company betook themselves to enjoy- 
ing the beauties of the surroundings. 
Many years ago locomotion was prac- 
ticed along the same line, but it was 
of a different character. 


THE OLD MULE ROUTE. 


Along the whole line of the road, 


half a csntury ago, the patient mule 
took the place of the locomotive and 
canal boats glided along- the same 
route where now the train was mov- 
ing. 
The first eight or ton inilos of 


the track going westward from Fort 
Wayne are rather rough, inasmuch 
as in some parts the ballasting is 
onl partly completed and in some 
not even commenced. Over this por- 
tion of the road the run was of neces- 
sity slow, 
but the limited rate of 


speed did not detract from the in- 
terest of the occasion. Charles Mc- 
Culloch was aboard and he detailed 
with much interest how the twelve 
hundred acres of his farm through 
which the train was then passing 
was n comparatively few years ago 
for the most part, little less than 
waste land. Adjoining his big farm 
came the farm of GT. C, Peters, anc 
that gsntleman,<also present, pointed 
out several bunches of cattle grazing 


on tho lowlands, -which was a few 
years ago 
an almost 
inaccessible 


swamp* 
The Bash farm was next 


in line and the venerable S. Bash 
being spied 
directing 
the devious 


progress of a plow, 
the train was 


stopped and he wns invited to get 
aboard, but the invitation was de* 
clincd. Then T. E. Ellison pointed 
across the prairie and located his 
Mondamin Meadows farm buildings, 
which lie about half 
a mile or so 


from the Southwestern track. The 
gravel pit was next reached, and here 
the train was again stopped while a 
load of gravel was 
picked up and 


taken back up the track, the purpose 
being to give, the excursionists an 
opportunity of seeing how the bal- 
last was unloaded and distributed by 
the use of the Rodgers patent ballast 
cars and plows. 


TKACK WELL BALLASTED. 


From the point on the track is per- 


fectly'ballasted, the joints are up and 
the rail is as level as that of any 
trunk line in the country. 
Good 


time 
was 
made 
from 
there to 


Koanoke, and while speed was no ob- 
ject on the trip, just to show that it 
could be done, the engineer opened 
her up a bit and a short stretch was 
done at the rate of forty miles an 
hour. 
Koanoke was reached about 


an hour late, but the whole town 
seemed to have turned out to wel- 
come the first train, 'and a number of 
Jloanoke citizens joined the party 
there. 
Henry C. Paul declined an 


opportunity to make a speech and 
Attorney Doughman, counsellor for 
tho company, could not be induced to 
say anything more than ask one of 
the citizens for an apple. 
A mile or 


two beyond Koanoke tho second 
gravel pit was reached and here the 
train was again stopped to see th« 
workings of the Ing steam shovel, 
which loads gravel on the cars at the 
rate of a yard a minute, and with a 
capacity of three cars an hour when 
pushed, each car containing thirty 
yards. 
From the gravel pit the run 


was quickly made, and as the city of 
Huntington: wlis 
approached the 


progress of the construction of the 
road was made noticeable every mile. 
The road is building from Hunting- 
ton east, and consequently by the 
system used the most complete por- 
tion of the road is that nearest 'the 
other end. 


A PERFECT KOAD. 


About five miles this side of Hunt- 
ngton the road is complete, which 
means that it is perfected ballasted, 
the track is leveled, the trolleys are 
strung, the tension wires are in place, 
the telephone wires are ready for use, 
the right of way is enclosed on both 
sides with a neat woven wire fence, 
and the pole's are painted—the upper 
portion white, and the 'butts black. 
Talking about poles, the writer, who 
has seen many lines of telegraph and 
other pole 
construction, completed 


and under way, never saw as symet- 
rical a piece of work in his life. Each 
pole is straight, is hand shaved, is 
set in perfect 
alignment with its 


neighbor, and along -a straight piece 
of track the line of poles looks like 
a well 'built picket fence of huge pro- 
portions. 
Arrived at Huntington. 


the party was obliged to disembark 
about 600 feet east of the Chicago 
nnd Erie railroad crossing and walk 
to tho power house, which lies just 
beyond the railroad tracks. 
The 


subway under the Erie tracks is not 
yefc completed, owing to the inabil- 
ity of the contractor to get the neces- 
sary stone. 
The difficulty, as previ- 


ously stated in these columns, lies 
between the stone quarry owners and 
the Big Four railroad at Greensburg, 
Ind. 
About seventy more car loads 


are necessary to complete the job. 
As -above related the power house is 
incomplete, 'but work is progressing 
as rapidly as the material con be se- 
cured. 
At the power house a pleas- 


ant surprise awaited the Fort Wayne 
party. 
» 


A CORDIAL EECEPTIOtf. 


The people of Huntington had evi- 


dently made a determined effort to 
give tha visitors a cordial welcome, 
and they succeeded in doing it About 
fifty vehicles, from single buggies 
to three-seated traps, nearly all rub- 
ber tired, were in waiting, and the 
excursionists were piled into 'them 
whether or no. 
A drive all around 


the city was the first thing on the 
program, and after the drive was 
camplated 'the Fort Wayneites were 
turned loose for half an hour to 
stretch their legs. 
The first stop 


made -by the long procession of car- 
riages was at St. Mary's Catholic 
church, one of the finest in the city 
and a very pretty piece of architec- 
tural work and design, 
Huntington 


was shown up in its best light and 
nothing was kept 'hidden under 
<*, 


bushel or elsewhere. 
After'the drive, 


was abandoned 
some refreshments 


and a light lunch were provided at 
Manager Kelson's expense and shorts 
ly after 5 o'clock all the excursion- 
ists had-again been delivered at tho 
impromptu 
station near the 
Erie 


tracks. 
The ride home was more 


rapid than the down trip, until dark- 
ness overtook the train, after which 
progress was of necessity slow, for 
safety's sake, the darkness /being 
the rough end of the road. 
It was 


about 7:30 when tho crowd disem- 
barked at the Taylor street bridge, 
nnd there was but one sentiment, and 
that was that interurban roads nnd 
Manager Nelson are the best two 
things that ever happened*

Company C, and two other young men 
from this city arc with the Ninth 
regiment—W. B. Carson in Company 
G and JTesso H* Brinningsthull in 
Company I. 


Private Wood is a son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Frank Weed, of 47 Grace ave- 
nue, and .the members of the family 
fire, of course, deeply apprehensive 
concerning his welfare. 
Mr. Wood 


called at The Sentinel office this 
morning to learn if the Associated 
Press telegrams had brought any 
now information concerning the terri- 
ble affair, and the parents await news 
with eager solicitation in the hope 
that their son was one of the for- 
tunate few v/ho escaped death. 


Young Wood served with Captain 


Meyer's Company G, of the Qne-hun* 
dred-aud-fifty-seventh regiment dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war, and 
in July, 1899, enlisted in the regu- 
lar army at the recruiting offica in 
this city. 
He was £ent to the Pre- 


sidio, near San Francisco, and after 
some weeks was assigned to Com- 
pany C, of the Ninth regiment, going 
to the Philippines with that com- 
mand. 


When the trouble in China arose 


last year the Ninth regiment was 
among the first American commands 
ordered there, and K&rry Wood went 
with it through the boxer outbreak 
in China. 
It was then ordered back 


to Manila. 
In. the. last letter re- 


ceived by liis parents, dated at Ma- 
nila, July 19. Private Wood states 
that there was a rumor that his com- 
pany was to be ordered to Samar, 
where the butchery occurred Saturday 
morning. 
The letter was written on 


the second anniversary of his enlist- 
ment, and t-he young man spoke hope- 
fully of the fact that in another year 
his term of enlistment would C3£pire, 
and he would be homeward "bound. 


Previous to his army service Ittr* 


Wood was employed with his father 
tit .the Coombs wholesale hardware 
house. 
He has a wide acquaintance 


among the young 
people of Fort 


Wayne, and is universally popular. 
Hany outside the immediate family 
will trust that he was of the number 
who escaped from Samar.

Washington, Sept. 30.—There was 


unusual interest in the proceedings 
of the Schley court of inquiry this 
afternoon from the fact that Rear 
Admiral Robley D. Evans, who com- 
manded the battleship Iowa in the 
Santiago campaign, was a witness. 


During the examination of Admiral 


Evans the judge advocate asked the 
witness concerning a statement by a 
lieutenant of the 
Spanish 
navy, 


printed by the navy department, to 
the effect that at dark the American 
ships withdrew to the southwest, dis- 
appearing. The introduction of this 
book was objected to and Admiral 
D&wey said: 


""Witness has already told what 


distance was maintained by the fleet. 
"We do not care for that kiud of in- 
formation. Admiral Evans was there 
and can answer for 'himself. 
We 


want facts, not newspaper articles." 


Admiral Evans said that before 


leaving Key -West on May 20 to join 
•the flying squadron at 
Clenfuegos, 


Captain Chadwick had communicated 
to him the secret code arranged by 
Captain McCalla. He had not, how- 
ever, reported this code to Acbnir.il 
Schley upon his arrival, supposing 
that the admiral knew about the 
code.

His vessel liad, -he said, 'bean 
capable 'ait first 'of making Tjetwesu 
iiins 'and .ten knots, but afterward 
ho had trouble wiiih his pressin ma- 
chinery, so -that "by May 23 'and. 24 
he would have hesitated in trying t J 
secure -a speed of more than sever. 
or eight kriots. 'Ha read from the

Objection was made to this line of 
testimony and it was not persisted in. 


The witness, said in reply to a ques- 


tion from Mr. Rayiior that he had no 
knowledge .that Captain 
Sigsbee, 


speaking for 'himself, and for Cap- 
tains Jewel and Wise, stated to Com- 
modore Schley on the 26th. at San- 
tiago that neither ho (the witness) 
nor Wise or himself (Sigsibee) had 
seen anything or knew anything of 
the movements or whereabouts of the 
Spanish 
fleet. 
Nor did he know 


whether Captain Sigsbee wrote a let- 
ter to Commodore Schley stating that 
ihai was a fact.

FRIENDS OF M'KINLEYS DO NOT 


BELIEVE IN 


THEORY OF DYNAMITE PLOT 


STORY THAT GUARD HAD BEEN 


ATTACKED. 


Canton, Ohio, Sept. 30.—Friends o£ 


the family of the late President Iffic- 
Kinley emphatically discredit belief 
in the idea, that the shot reported 
Bred by Guard Deprend 
at "West 


Lawn cemetery last night was on ac- 


imit of any attempt to desecrate the 


tomb of the late president. They do 
not attempt to explain the strange 
story of the guard's or account for 
:he firing of the shot which the cerae- 
:ery officials aud other residents near 
by say they heard, and they do not 
believe that two men would under- 
take to make aii attack on the vault 
with seventy soldiers oil guard or 
tear at hand. 
It Is believed that tho military au- 


:horities will make a thorough inves- 
.igatiou of the stroles told by the sol- 
diers on guard Sunday night. There 
ire rumors that the shot was fired on 
account of an accidental fall and also 
that it wag the result of personal dif- 
ferences. The officers in charge eav'y 
instructed soldiers not to talk of the 
affair. 


The statements of the guard made 


Sunday night could not be obtained 
until Hie officers had secured their re- 
ports from them, and while the offi- 
cers declined to be quoted, they were 
made with their knowledge and in 
their presence. 


None of the officers would express 


in opinion as to what the object of 
the intruders may have been aiid 
;liey also instructed the men not to 
discuss the occurrence ••with outsiders. 


The few persons who succeeded in 


jaiuing1 admission, io the cemetery 
were directed to the officers for all In- 
formation and guards were told not 
;o talk of the incident among them- 
selves while outsiders were present. 
This is said to be in accordance with 
military regulations. 


THE STORY AS TOLD. 


It was nearly 8 o'clock when Guard 


De Prend saw a prowler in the rear 
if the vault behind a tree and in a 
shadow. Upon being challenged by 
th° soldier the man remained motion- 
less behind 
a tree. -He was then 


forty feet from the soldier. 


De Prend advanced, made a second 


challenge and brought his gun ready 
to fire. 
The man in the meantime 


had dodged away to a second tree 
about ten feet distant from the first. 
The soldier renewed 
his challenge 


and fired, but as he did so a hard blow 
was given the gun 
and his aim 


missed, A second man had stealth- 
ily come up to the soldier -and dealt 
the blow. At the same time man 
No. 2 struck the soldier with a heavy 
instrument on the head and attempt- 
ed to stab him. A gash, "!"-shaped 
and about two inches long each way, 


j cut through 
tho clothing, in- 


cluding the overcoat, and a small 
scratch was 
made 
on De Prend's 


body.

The blow was so hard 
that De 


Prend was knocked down a small hill 
and was unable to gain his feet be- 
foro the men 
disappeared 
in the 


darkness. 


•Lieutenant Ashbridge, who was 


officer of the day, as soon as lie heard 
the challenge and shot, rushed to the 
assistance of the guard. He was fol- 
lowed by other soldiers. 


The sentinel attacked, however,

NO TRACE OF PROWLERS. 


A -hunt was made for the prowlers, 


but no trace could he found of them. 
The vault is but a short distance 
from the west edge of the cemetery 
and the man evidently oscaped from 
there into the fields and woods near 


The man who dodged 
about the 


trees, Do Prend says, carried a shin- 
ing weapon in one hand and a pack- 
age done up in white in the other. 


Ho says he could 
recognize tho 


man if ever seen, again. 
The man 


who attacked him was masked.

BOER REPULSE. 


Botha at the Head of Large Force 


Gives a Good Argument on 


the Border of Zululand. 


Durban, Natal, Sept. 30.—-A force 


of fifteen hundred Boers, command- 
ed by General Botha, made an attack, 
wliich lasted all day long;, September 
26, at Portitala, on the border of 
Zululand. The burghers were finally 
repulsed, but at a 'heavy cost to the 


risonj whose losses wero an officer 


and eleven men killed, and five ofii- 
cers and thirty-eight men wounded. 
In addition, sixty-three are missing, 
of which number many are believed 
to have been killed or wounded. The 
Boer commandant, Oppermtin, and. 
nineteen burghers are known to have 
been killed.

COMPANY C. OF THE NINTH 


ALMOST ANNIHILATED, GAVE A 


GOOD ACCOUNT. 


Washington, Sept. 30.—In addition 


to the enlist&d men, three commis- 
sioned officers of campany C, Ninth 
infantry, arc supposed now to have 
been killed in' the action in Saniar, 
Philippine Islands, last Saturday. 
The officers are: 


Captain. Thomas W. Connell, First 


Lieutenant Edward A. Bumpus and 
Major Surgeon R. S. Griswold. 


A question having arisen as to the 


accuracy of the cablegram received 
at the war department yesterday 
from General Chaffee, tho cable com- 
pany was directed to repeat it. The 
repetition disclosed some inaccuracies 
that materially change the message. 


THE CORRECTED DISPATCH. 
As corrected, the dispatch reads: 
"Manila, Sept. SO.—Adjutant Gen- 


eral; Washington: 
Hughes reports 


following, from Bassey, Southern 
Samar: 


''Twenty-four men, company C, 


Ninth regiment, "United States in- 
fantry, eleven wounded, have just 
arrived from Balangiga; remainder nf 
company killed. 


'Insurgents secured all company, 


supplies and all rifles except throe. 
lompaiiy was -attacked during break- 
fast, morning September 28; company 
seventy-two strong; officers—Thomas 
W. Connell, cuptain; 'Edward A. 
Bumpus, flirst lieutenant; Dr. R, S, 
Griswold, major surgeon. 


"Chaffee." 


As corrected, the dispatch, shows 


that company C, of the Ninth regi- 
ment, suffered the disaster. No com- 
pany was mentioned in the dispatch 
made public yesterday. The serious 
discrepancy between the original and 
the corrected dispatches, 'however, is 
that the latter Indicates that the com- 
missioned officers of the company arc 
missing and perhaps killed, while the 
former indicated that they escaped. 


The father of Captain Connell re- 


sides in New York city. 
He tele- 


graphed to the war department today 
that he is in receipt of a cablegram 
from the quartermaster of tfhe Ninth 
regiment, saying that Iris son had 
been killed in action. 
He asks for 


confirmation of the dispatch from the 
war department, but the officials here 
arc unable at this time to confirm the 
information. 


ARRIVED FROM THE FIGHT. 


Manila, Sept. 30.—General Hughes, 


from the Island of Samar, reports the 
arrival of Sergeant Markley and one 
private at Tannan, from the fight at 
Balangign, where over forty men of 
company C, Ninth infanlrty, were 
killed "by insurgents, who attacked 
the troops while at breakfast Satur- 
day last. The men wlio have reached 
Tannan say the officers of the com- 
pany, who "were at first reported to 
iiave escaped, were killed with the 
majority 
of tho 
company. 
The 


troops were attacked, while unpre- 
pared, by ,400 bolomen, of whom the 
Americans killed about 140. 


Many of the soldiers were killed in 


their quarters before they had time 
to grasp their rifles. 


General Hughes is going to the 


scene of the disaster and will per- 
sonally command the troops. 


A MURDER SOCIETY. 


A new branch of the Katipuuan has 


been discovered at Tarlac, capital of 
the province of that name. Tho ob- 
ject of the society Is the slaughter of 
the whites. 


Marcenloa Marivulo, president of 


Banonag, is tho chief of . the new 
branch, which includes members of 
the native constabulary, who were 
recently armed. One policeman ad- 
mits that he was taxed a dollar aud 
was ordered to make "boles. A regu- 
lar collection lias been made by the 
organization from the natives either 
by persuasion or threats, and an up- 
rising had been planned for an early 
date. 


Tho conditions in Tayabas and 


Bantagas are not reassuring. 
The 


worst form of guerilla warfare pro- 
vails there. 
The insurgent forces 


are distributed, under cover, alon, 
every road, and there await, for the 
Americans in Ambush. 


• Tho insurgent leader, Caballos, who 


formerly belonged to General Cailles' 
command, but who refused to surren- 
der with Cailles, is retreating to the 
mountains. The main forces of the 
insurgents are scattered in. bands 
over the province, where they dig up 
rifles when there is an opportunity to 
use them. 


A SPECIAL VENIRE. 


The jury commissioners 
and the 


county clerk met this morning pur- 
suant to instructions from the court 
and drew a venire of eighty jurymen 
to serve in the Dunn case, in addition 
to the regular 
panel. 
The names 


drawn were not made public and the 
court entered an order requiring- the 
clerk to keep the list secreted from 
public gaze until within a, few days 
of the trial, when, the services would 
be made. The object is to prevent 
the talesmen drawn from knowing of 
it themselves and thus giving them 
the opportunity to disqualify them- 
selves by publicly 
discussing the 


case and expressing themselves as to 
the guilt or innocence of the accused 
man.

charges were preferred by Major 13. 
L. Hawkes, formerly a volunteer of- 
llcer, and were deemed of mifficient 
seriousness, to warrant an investiga- 
tion by the senate.

day at the opening of the Inquiry in 
company with his attorney, diaries 
W. Needham. 


The committee decided ,that the pro- 


ceedings should be public, that course

In brief, the charges against Col- 


onel Heistand are that he, in connec-'

LIFELESS BODY FOUND IN 


HAVEN CEMETERY. 


HAD LONG BEEN, A SUFFERER i 


LEFT BEQUEST FOB BURIAL BE- 


SIDE HIS MOTHER. 


Leaning against the tombstone 


which marked the last resting place 
of his mother in the I. 0. 0. F. ceme- 
tery at New Haven, the lifeless body 
of Harry Bayliss was found Sunday 
afternoon by two ladies -who were- 
walking- through, the cemetery. De- 
spondent from ill-health, Bayliss had 
ended his life "by drinking a deadly 
drug. He was about 50 years of age. 


Bayliss was quite well known ia 


Fort Wayne and was formerly em- 
ployed as a porter at the Home bil- 
liard ShalL Recently ihe went to Mus- 
kegon, Mich., to work, nnd it is evi- 
dent that he came from Muskegon' 
Saturday, going- directly to New 
Haven, as none of his relatives in 
this city knew of his presence. Sev- 
eral- persons at Uew Haven, saw him 
upon his arrival at noon; and he 
started iu the direction of the cemer 
tery. Later the sexton, Robert Bell, 
noticed Bayliss sitting upon tho 
ground near i.Is mother's grave, but 
paid no further attention to him. 


LADIES FOUND HIM. 


Sunday afternoon as Mrs. William . 


Enyder and Mrs. T. J. Eiler, of New 
Haven, were walking in the ceme- 
tery, two littlo girls, Minnie and 
Grace Miller, called their attention to 


man leaning against Mrs. Ham- 


mond's tombstone. Approaching him 
the ladies made the horrifying dis- 
covery that the man .was dead. His 
overcoat and hat were hanging upon 
the tombstone, -Ms under coat lying 
upon tho ground near him. 
Beside 


the man -was an.empty bottlo, and on 
tho ground between his outstretched 
egs was a loaded revolver. 


The cemetery authorities wero at 


once notified and Deputy Coroner 
Schrader was called upon the case. 
He found the body not yet cold, but 
turning blue, indicating that death 
had been due to chloral poisoning. 
The empty flask had evidently con- 
tained whisky with the drug mixed 
with it 
There was an odor of liquor 


and a white sediment in the bottom 
of the bottle, which was turned over 
to Dr. MacBeth for examination. In 
the pockets of the dead man's cloth- 
ing Dr. Schrader found some silver 
coin, a receipt for $35 for medical 
services from a Muskegon physician, 
and an express money order receipt 
for $35 which had been sent to the 
dead man's sister, Mrs. Carrie Coats, 
Of Utica, N. T., last Thursday. 


LEFT A MESSAGE. 


Bayliss had evidently premeditated 


his act, for in his coat pocket was an 
envelope containing the following 
letter written in ink: 


"To whom may find me: 
Pleaso 


send word to Thomas Hammond, 299 
Hoagland avenue, or Home billiard 
hall, Fort "Wayne or to J. J. Bayliss, 
care Morton hotel, Grand Rapids." 


At the top of the letter; was writ- 


ten in lead pencil] "Or to Robert 
Hammond, 413 South Calhoun street, 
Fort Wayne." 


On the back of the envelope was 


also penciled: 


"Bury mo by the side of my, 


mother, Mrs.'Hammond." 


HALF-BROTHERS HERE.

ert Hammond, former owner of the 
Home billiard hall, and Thomas 
Hammond ia another half-brother.

Charles Frederick Myers, one sf 


the best known and most highly es- 
teemed of Fort Wayne's older resi- 
dents, died Sunday morning at his 
home, GG Douglas avenue, after an 
illness of many months. Mr. Myerj 
was 73 years of age, and for more 
than sixty years had been a resident- 
of Allen county. During the period 
of 
many years he was a 
street 


sprinkling contractor, and enjoyed 
the widest acquaintance and the es- 
teem of all who knew 'him. 


Early in April last Mr. Myers was 


stricken with Bright's disease of an 
aggravated type, and since that time 
he had been steadily failing. In Au- 
gust there was some improvement 
and the patient went to Rome City to 
spend some time at the cottage of h-n 
daughter, Mrs. J, C. Peters, and fam- 
ily. The gain was "but temporary, 
and returning he slowly declined to 
the end. 
For a week he had been 


barely able to recognize the members 
of his family, and Saturday evening 
relnpsefl into the final unconscious- 
ness that preceded the peaceful end 
of his long, active and upright life, 


CAME AT EABLY DAY. 


Mr. Myers was indeed one of the 


pioneer citizens of Fort Wayne. He 
was born at Windheim, Germany. 
Many 14, 1828. and when 9 years of 
age emigrated with his parents to 
America. After a stormy voyage of 
nine weeks the party landed in New 
York, spent two months there and 
then took up the toilsome journey to 
Indiana—then in a large part a 
wilderness. 


Reaching Maumee City, Ohio, they 


boarded flatboats and slowly poled 
their way up the Maumee river, land- 
ing along the way to prepare their 
meals and to sleep. The year 1838 
marked tho arrival of the family in 
Fort Wayne, and their first residence 
here was a little log cabin standing 
on the banks of Spy Bun. north of 
the present waterworks pumping sta- 
tion. There was no door upon the 
cabin and a blanket hung across the 
aperture that furnished it way of in- 
gress and egress. The glow from the 
old fireplace furnished the only arti- 
ficial illumination until by an'J by a 


man Dr. W. F., the veterinary sur 
geon, and Eeniy C.t who conducts 
the old sprinkling business founded 
by his father. 


Mr. Myers was one of a family of 


eleven children, of whom only one 
now survives. 
He lives in Cincin- 


nati and is in poor health. 
A sister, 


Mrs. Stier, 'died last year on Lafa- 
yette street. 
Mr. Myers was one of 


the founders of Emanuel Lutheran 
church, a man of the loftiest char- 
acter and Strictest integrity, cheer- 
ful and hopeful in disposition, and 
was universally respected and es- 
teemed.

Through nearly half a 
century of wedded life this devoted 
couple lived and loved in a home life 
that was ideal, and up until a week 
before his death Mr. Myers had been 
planning to celebrate the golden an- 
niversary of their wedding November 
21 next.

Let 
us cease crying, 'How long, 0 Lord!' 
and s.iy to tho best manhood of this 
country, 'How long, 0 men!' 


"What further warning does this 


nation need to open .wide its eyes, 
ind punish with intelligent relent- 
lessness the disseminators of viperous 
literature, before itspnrson course; 
the veins of malcontents -and spurs 
them on to commit murder? 


"I am no pessimist, as you know. 


t look for the daytreak after every 
night, 113 matter how black it has 
been, nor -how bard the storm has 
beaten. 
And I look now for a wide- 


spread awakening- to the necessity of 
such legislation as shall make it 
Fatal to the comfort of any so-called 
man or woman whose words, verbal 
3r printed, incite others to deeds of 
violence. 
Aye, I believe that we will 


begin to -regard other dangers with 
far less of tolerance than heretofore.

-ure and to inspect the quality of
